He arranges with the Southern half-convert, 
and he makes himself three-quarters rebel, in 
order that they may be one-quarter Union! 
And this is the mouthpiece of the North! This 
is the official voice of the nation. 

By what right do rebels, trembling for their 

status—hiding themselves in the garments of 
the nation—by what reason do they hide, even 
in our chief magistrate, the intention of the 
North, which she has been fighting for during 
the last four years, and gained at last ? 
i Ladies and gentlemen, I do not say this be- 
cause I am riscouraged.

liberty to work. But I do not blame him, 
Bred in Tennessee, he don't believe in the ne- 
gro, hates chains, and hates the black man, 
equally with the Yankee; and it can’t but crop 
out. He is an honest man, and speaks his 
mind. No man can speak honestly and act 
that he don’t betray himself. That’ why I 
watched the President, his actions and his 
words. That is an honest speech. Let me 
turn to it: “Work, be very industrious, be very 
economical, stick to your families, reverence 
your wives, teach them to be chaste, be chaste 
yourselves, remember the great duty resting 
upon you, perform the great husband and wife- 
ly duties.” [Laughter.] Ah, that is no sub- 
ject of merriment, that speech—a hundred 
years hence the historian will hold it in his 
hand as a marvellous exhibition of what Amer- 
ica set at the head of her political force to lead 
her in this great hour.

Dexter and his friends obtained ion, 
which was readily and most cordi y 5 
to have a stone tablet inserted in the front of 
tle building, with an inscription upon it stating 
that here lived, taught, and died Rev. John 
Robinson. 

Not being able to remain till it was com- 
leted, the money was left for the same and 
or a photograph of this memorial after its com- 
pletion, showing the object specified as accom- 
plished. He hoped to have found some volume 
or paper or record in the library of the Univer- 
sity on which the revered and beloved pastor 
John Robinson had written his name, but the 
most diligent and painstaking search failed to 
reveal his autograph. Mr. Dexter spoke of 
the exceedingly perfect state of the records at 
Leyden, from 1550 or thereabouts, down to the 
present time. He did not think there was in 
the world a more perfect set of records for such 
a length of time. All the volumes are bound 
in white vellumiand arranged un the shelves in 
consecutive order for something like 300 years. 
Rev. John Robinson was buried in St. Peter’s 
Church, though the precise spot is unknown, 
and probably can never be known. Mr. Geo. 
Sumner stated in the account of his visit to 
Leyden that the smallest amount was paid for 
the interment of the old Pilgrim, but by ex- 
amination it seems that it was the largest 
amount known to have been paid at that date 
for a burial without what may be termed extras. 

The speaker related an amusing circum- 
stance, in measuring the width and depth of 
the premises once owned by Mr. Robinson. 
They had no English measure with them, and 
could find none in Leyden; upon which, a 
professor of the University at hand proposed to 
aid them, and proceeded in a long and some- 
what abstruse process to render the Dutch 
measure into English feet; but, before it was 
completed, some of the many kind friends who 
had volunteered so heartily in their aid suc- 
ceeded most fortunately in finding in a gor 
smith’s shop an English foot rule, which reliev- 
ed them from their dilemma. 

Every facility was most readily offered by 
every one who could aid them in their research- 
es at Leyden. He found many new and inter- 
esting facts, verified many more, and corrected 
some heretofore erroneons impressions. Dr. 
Dexter was equally successful at Scrooby in 
England, from whence this early band took 
their departure from their native land. At 
Austerfield, stood the little old chapel where 
Bradford worshiped ; there was the rough stone 
font in which he was baptized. This font is 
several feet in circumference, and is rather 
rudely dug out into the shape of a very large 
thick bowl. Its identity is unquestionable. 

A few years since, anew and more elegant 
font was obtained, and the old one was thrown 
aside, and was used by an old lady to water 
her fowls; but the Pilgrims, or the descendants 
of the Pilgrims, who, since the publication of 
Mr. Hunter’s volume, visited the locality, have 
given the rector such an idea of its value that 
it has been restored to the chapel, and now 
could not readily be bought with money. It 
was, when in use, placed on a wooden pedestal 
er block, but now is resting from its sacred ser- 
vice upon the floor of the chapel. Faint traces 
only, pow remain of the manor house at Scroo- 
by. The oldest records in the chapel, which 
were beautifully kept during the time of most 
interest to New England. contain the records 
of the baptism of Bradford and many of the 
Morton family. He found some names and 
facts at Serooby which were omitted by the 
late Mr. Hunter in his volume published a few 
years since; he also corrected some errors in 
the same volume. ss 

Some remarks and inquiries were made by 
members which were responded to by Dr. Dex- 
ter, giving a conversational character to the 
close of the meeting, and thus rendering it al- 
together one of the most social and instructive 
meetings upon the records of the society. 

Dr. Dexter’s researches of the Pilgrims are 
con amore. Born near the place of their land- 
ing, having grown up in the very atmosphere 
which they breathed, he has imbibed a rever- 
ence for them and a love for their history which 
impels him to traverse sea and land, almost 
regardless of expense, if he can only add but a 
few important scraps to their history. This 
earnest and thorough research will, we doubt 
not, eventually result in a finished history of 
the Pilgrims and the Old Colony, and one, 
the ample index of which, will show many new 
things of these old Fathers.

He began in a hesitating, awkward, but nat- 
ural tone of voice, misapplying words and mis- 
quoting Scripture so often and so grossly that, 
but for the earnestness of the man, no one 
could have avoided laughing outright at his 
extra-Mrs.-Partingtonian discourse. But he 
soon left this hesitating tone, and, half-singing, 
half-chanting, his voice rising and falling from 
octave to octave, his words and texts came fast 
and unfaltering. Responses came frequently 
from the “few met ther.” The old man 
crossed his knees, half-bent over, clasped his 
hands tightly to his sides, and swung his body 
to and fro. He acted as if he were in physical 
pain—ludicrous and impious as the comparison 
may seem, preewey as if he were suffering 
from the colic; and yet (such is the power of 
earnestness to dignify and ennoble all human 
action) I felt no desire to ridicule him in my 
own mind, or even to smile. His whole soul 
was in this his worship, and it was thereby 
stri of its unseemly accompaniments, and 
clad with the bright garments of a true devo- 
tion instead. After the exhortation was over, 
there was a prayer, and then a few verses of a 
hymn were given out. : 
As the third verse ended, a white man, with 
a candle in his hand, hatless, came in, and, 
walking into the center of the room, said— 
“Who’s the head man here ?” 

The old man was pointed out. 

“There’s an officer wants to speak to you,” 
said the white man. 

Hardly had the words been uttered before 
an officer stalked in, with the grandest of 
strides military, and, stretching out his clenched 
hand to the old negro, said to him, in a loud 
and angry voice, and with a fearful oath : 

“Stop this noise !” 

I was standing toward the wall, in a corner, 
and saw the whole scene without being noticed, 

This blasphemous and fierce interruption of 
a prayer-mecting, where the hearts of all the 
poor people had been turned to worship God 
in the best way they knew, seemed to utterly 
confound, to dumbfounder them, and I myself 
was equally astonished at it. 

Not a syllable was uttered. 

“Here!” continued the officer, in the same 
fierce tone, his arm still outstretched as if about 
to strike, “there’s Federal officers over there, 
at the St. Cloud hotel, who’ve been wounded 
fighting for you, and they can’t go to sleep for 
your shouting. You stop it.” This speech was 
also interlarded with oaths. 

The old negro was standjng in a crouched 
attitude, as if expecting (he afterward said he 
did expect) to be struck; at this, however, he 
recovered himself partly, and raised his hands 
to pronounce the benedietion. 

“Yes, sir!” he said; ‘I'll say de benediction 
and dismiss de —” 

“No, — — you,” said the officer, with an- 
other imprecation on the preacher; “you stop 
short; do you hear ?” 

He raised js arm threateningly as he asked 
this question. 

The old negro’s arms dropped, and the 
crouching attitude was resumed. 

“Yes, sir,” he said faintly. 

I never saw anything on the stage so in- 
tensely dramatic as the living picture before 
me at this moment. 

The dimly-lit, dingy room, with its rude 
church-furniture; the handsomely-dressed_of- 
ficer, tall and well-proportioned, with his threat- 
ening attitude and outstretched arm—the very 
embodiment of despotic and cowardly power; 
the white man beside him, with a candle in his 
hand, and an expression of satisfaction and tri- 
umph on his mean and malignant unshaven 
face; the crouched black preacher and his two 
frightened ftriends—all in the foreground; 
while the little group of negro women, their 
faces half lit-up, showing how afraid and how 
amazed they were, in the back-ground—all 
this (in the middle of the nineteehth century) 
made a composition more dramatic than I eves 
sow on the hoards, and more vivid than I hope 
ever to see in real life again. 

The white man who first entered turned to 
address the oflicer : 

“Captain !” he began. 

“Colonel, sir,” promptly interrupted the of- 
ficer, “Col. Browning; Lam Governor John- 
son's secretary.” 

Ile did not know that he was pronouncing 
his own condemnation in this pompous inter- 
ruption. Hé saw nobody but “niggers” (as they 
called them) and his white parasite in the 
room; and, as slavery and the slave-code still 
existed in the statute-book of Tennessee, he 
had nothing to fear from them.
